Mich., May «.—Saginaw 


was yesterday visited by the worst 
baptlam of fire it ever experienced. It 
was first discovered in the mill plant 
of Sample & Camp, on what ia known 
as the middle ground, south of the 
Bristol-street bridge, just before 7 
o'clock, and owing to the strong south- 
east gale prevailing, spread rapidly, 
setting fire to and destroying 700,000 
feet of lumber on the mill docks owned 
by Brown & Ryan, valued at 180,000. 
The Bristol-street bridge next caught 
and a portion of it was destroyed. 
Thence the flames leaped to the east 
side just below Bristol street and 
north of the city, where are located 
a large number of buildings, includ- 
ing hose house No. 6; thence to Win- 
ter's ice house; all the residences 
on Tilton street, and on both sides of 
Washington and down to Holden were 
quickly licked up. Then the sparks 
were carried across the old bayou Into 
the premises of the George F. Cross 
Lumber Co., the planing mill, lumber 
in the yard cand a dozen tenement 
houses melting like snow. Next came 
the Alllngton-Curtis Manufacturing 
Co 's extensive plant and Passolt's old 
soap factory, all of which were wiped 
out. 


Here the flre struck Jefferson ave- 


nue, and in an hour some of the finest 
residences in the city were in ashes, 
the sweep being clean north to Emer- 
son street, where the flre continued gook Creek, 
eastward, south of and along Emerson 
street out toward the city limits. It 
cut a wide swath on Owen, Howard, 
Sheridan and Warren avenues and 
other streets east. St. Vincent's or- 
phan's home succumbed early, but the. 
inmates were removed to places of 
safety. The patients were all removed 
from St. Mary's hospital, which was in 
extreme clanger for a time, but was 
saved. 


The loss of the Allington-Ourtls 


company will approximate WO.OOO; that 
of the Cross Lumber company, $25,000, 
and E. German's planing mill, factory 
and 12,000,000 feet of lumber, (350,000. 


The area covered by the flre was a 


mile and a half in length and from two 
to four blocks in width. A large num- 
ber of fine residences were destroyed, 
over forty of them that cost from 15,- 
ow to 130,000 each. It Is estimated 
that over 850 families are homeless, 
and many saved nothing but the cloth- 
ing on then- backs. 


John Clark, an employe of McClellan's 


file factory, was found burned to a crisp 
in front of his residence on Owen 
street, "> 


One fireman, named McNally, was 


severely injured, and many people were 
burned and bruised. 
A dozen are re- 


ported missing, but when the excite- 
ment is over they may turn up all 
right. 


It is impossible as yet to enumerate 


individual losses, the closest estimates 
place the total loss at 11,500,000, with 
an insurance of less than half that 
amount 


The wind was blowing a gale in a 


northeasterly direction. The sparks 
were blown almost to Incredible dis- 
tances, End new fires started up in a 
dozen places at once, For a long time 
the firemen fought without making 
any apparent headway, and it became 
necessary to send for aid to Bay City 
and Flint. The flre departments of 
those places arrived by special train 
and did grand work with the local de- 
partment. The citizens, assisted with 
well-organized bucket brigades. The 
battle was kept up vigorously, and by 
8 o'clock the flames seemed to be under 
control, although a number of build- 
ings were still burning.

SAOINAW, Mich., May 21.—Terrible 


fires are raging all around here. The 
Fawmill of Edward Mardridge, four 
miles south of here, was burned yes- 
terday morning. The lumber camp of 
Louis Sands, near Lake City, was 
burned Friday night, and four men 
were burned to death. Eight others 
are missing. 
The horses were all 


burned and the camp was totally de- 
stroyed. 


A farmhouse near Tustin was de- 


stroyed and the farmer, his wife and 
two children lost their lives. 
Ten Men Burn*d~~to~ Deatu-IJtarallF 
Cooked in a Well. 


LAKE Crry, Mich., May M.-The loss 


of life in the flre which destroyed 
Louis Sands' lumber camp, eight miles 
northeast of here Saturday afternoon, 
Is greater than supposed. Ten bodies 
have been recovered and the whole 
crew is now accounted for. 


These ten men, with Edward Sulli- 


van, were burned at the camp by the 
flre. A strong wind cut off all escape. 
Sullivan started north in the face of 
the are and by some chance escaped. 
He is severely burned, but will live. 


ttdward Roorbacher started east and 


got about twenty-five rods away before 
caught. Mulholland started west and 
got about the same distance. The re- 
maining eight stayed too long and took 
refuge in a well about twenty feet 
d«ep. The top curb of the well burned 
and the timbers fell on the men hud- 
dled in the well, literally cooking their 
heads, the remainder of thei* bodies 
being under water. A rescuing party 
,rled to get the bodies out of the well 
Saturday, but it was caving, so the 


ffort was postponed until yesterday 


morning, when the recovery was ef- 
fected. 


A large force of men is still scouring 


the adjoining country to make sure no 
other unfortunate has been overlooked. 
The camp employed sixty men. The 
remaining flfty were near the green 
timber and those escaped. 


The property loss is not very great. 


Forty hogs, three horses, t-b« ijamp 
buildings, took etc., tells Mr. Sands' 
low. The Thayer Lumber Co., oper- 
ating near by, lost eleven cars loaded 
with logs in the same firey The engine 
had to leave ito train to make Ite es- 
cape.

Hero* VUmes In the After-Hold of the 
Steamer Roanoke. 


NEW YOBK, May 82.—The steamer 


Roanoke, of the Old Dominion line, 
backed into her dock at 8 o'clock last 
night with fire burning fiercely in her 
hold. At 4 o'clock yesterday afternoon, 
as the steamer was passing Long 
Branch, smoke wan seen issuing from 
her shaft tube, and an investigation 
showed that the vessel was on flre. 
Capt Hunters and his officers went to 
the passengers and quietly informed 
them that there was a flre smoldering 
ill some cotton in the afterhold, but 
that there was not the least danger, 
and even if there was, the vessel was 
so near to land that everybody could 
be landed in safety and with little dif- 
ficulty. 
The seventy-five passengers behaved 


admirably. 


Fire broke out in the hold just before

began to throw water on the flames.

A BEAUTIFUL SIGHT. 


The Vint Full and Complete Illumlna- 


Uon at the World's Fair around*. 


CHICAGO, May 31.—For the first time 


all the electric illuminations of the ex- 
position were seen last night, and the 
grand sight was witnessed by over 50,- 
000 people. As tha evening drew nigh 
the wind died out, the sprinkling carts 
came out to lay the dust and the 
crowd began pouring into the park. 
The center of attraction was the 
ground basin, where the climax of elec- 
tric glory was to be seen. All the 
colors were thrown on the rising wa- 
ters of the electric fountains on each 
side of the Macomonnies fountain, and 
the balustrade bordering the basin was 
lined every Inch ot the distance with 
the admiring throng. An additional 
attraction, lending Venetian poetry to 
the enchanting scene, was furnished by 
the Iowa state band playing on a float 
which rested in the middle of the 
basin. 
The Cincinnati and Chicago 


bands also added Instrumental melody 
to the occasion. 
All the great arc 


lights were in operation throwing con- 
ical shafts of, light long distances from 
the roofs of Manufactures and Agri- 
cultural buildings and Music hall on 
the various illuminated parts of the 
exposition, principally Administration 
building with its gilded dome, flaming 
With gas torches and bands of incan- 
flcscent lights. Before the light flashes 
from every structure and every avenue 
of approach, the gathering darkness 
from the bridge on the south side of 
the ground basin was like a glimpse of 
fairyland. 


The air was warm enough for a re- 


tort to the gondolas and launches, 
which were filled with people until 11 
o'clock came to end the third illumina- 
tion of the fair.

Co., shot Samuel Wesner; a prominent 
Lebanon attorney, at noon yesterday, 
and Wesner died soon after.

shooting occurred In the court room, 
directly in front of the judge's desk. 
For several days a suit -that of Mar- 
tin Kobe against the Lebanon Gas Co. 
for damages—has beer, on trial and ban 
been bitterly contested on both sides. 
The argument had been completed and 
the court had adjourned, and Wesner, 
who was attorney for Hohe, was laugh- 
ing and talking, pleased over the con- 
duct of the case. 


Weener was told th at he must look 


out for Brown, and he replied that he 
had heard that Brown had a revolver 
last night, but he was not afraid. 
Brown then came from the side of the 
room where he had been standing, 
muttering threats against 
Wesner. 


They met and Brown said: "My repu- 
tation Is as good as yours." 


One word led to another, and Wesner 


said: "If you have a pun. pull it. I 
dare you to." 


Brown meanwhile had his hands be- 


hind him, and It is thought that he 
transferred the revolver from his left 
to his right pocket. Upon the word, 
Brown drew his revolver and fired two 
shots 


Almost 
instantly 
Wesner moved 


toward Brown and pulled a long dag- 
ger, 
and just as he laid hands on 


Brown, Brown fell and Wesner was 
taken off and lay down. Brown was 
arrested and his revolver was teken 
from him. Wesner's strength began to 
fail and he died in forty minutes. 
Brown was taken to jail and is not dis- 
posed to talk, although he says Wesner 
provoked the matter. 


Brown was cut across the palm of his 


left hand by the dagger which Wesner 
used. 


The first ball flred struck Wesner in 


the left forearm and came out near the 
elbow, the second ball struck near the 
base of the breast bone and ranged 
downward, showing \inder the skin 
about four baches from the base of the 
spinal column. 


The weapon was a five-chambered 


weapon and now contains two loaded 
shells, two empty ones and an empty 
chamber. 


The trouble arose ovc-r Wesner's com- 


ments on Brown's evidence in the trial.

A Deluge of Ice and a War of Elements 


—Electric Wire* Prostrated—Two 


Two Funerals Stampeded—Men 


and Horwa Killed, 


PiTTBBintoH, Pa., Hay «!.—At t:M 


o'clock yesterday afternoon Pittsburgh 
and vicinity was visited by the moat 
violent bail-storm ever known her*. 
The eifect was most disastrous both to 
life and property. Heavy black clouds 
suddenly obscured the sun while the 
air became oppressively hot. Follow- 
ing a terrific electric flash came the 
crash and roar of thunder shaking the 
very earth. Before man or beast could 
seek a cover the deluge of ice came to 
all its intensity and for five minutes 
there was a war of elements most ter- 
rifying. 
Telephone and telegraphic 


wire were prostrated in every direo- 
tkm, , electric and cable cars were) 
stopped by broken wires or debris 
choking their conduits and for a time 
traffic was suspended. 


In the east end of Pittsburgh and 


the upper wards of Allegheny City 
nearly every window pane on the south 
aide of buildings wan shattered, while 
all over both citiea skylight*, green- 
houses, private and park conservato- 
ries were shattered and foliage rained. 


At the opera house and Bijou theater 


aerious panics were narrowly averted 
and several women fainted from fright. 


The stinging pain of the hail caused 


a number of serious accidents by fran- 
zled horses that broke away from their 
drivers. Twenty head of horses, some 
of them valuable animals, are known 
to have been killed in Pittsburgh, 
either by collision or by becoming en- 
tangled 
in electric 
wires.

Shall the Sunday 
newspaper be suspecded, that nothing 
secular, social orfntelleotnal may disturb 
the devotion ot man or divert his mind 
from intense concentration upon relig- 
ion? Shall the street railway be BUB- 
pended and the pnblio parks be closed 
and every other mode of recreation be 
prescribed that only the ohuroh may 
claim and receive the suffrages of men? 


Finally, shall the World's Fair be 


closed that so great an international em- 
bodiment and concentration of the best 
results ot world-wide genius, robed in its 
most splendid garments ot beauty and 
utility, may disturb the devotions ot a 
handful of medieval saints and give the 
use ot the Sabbath to the world instead 
ot the church? 
These are the questions, pressing ques- 


tions, ot the hoar. How shall we answer 
them? It is easy to give the flippant 
answer ot the great money-loving, pleas- 
ure-loving, sin-loving crowd that cares 
only for its own gratification and the in- 
terests of the passing hour. It is ]nst as 
easy to give the equally flippant answer 
of the narrow-minded religions dogmat- 
ist, whose inpreme aim is to uphold a 
theory ot religious life or gratify a per- 
verted religious impulse. Pjtto*"8.8" 
answer that will command the sanction 
of reason.meet the dictates of an snlight- 
enedeonssienoe and justify itself to the 
moral intuitions ol an honest heart, is not 
so easy.
